the Nile which is essential to the 
economic welfare of Egypt and the 
Sudan. This threat to British in- 
terests accounts for . . . Ihe Brit- 
ish desire to bring into play the 
force of economic sanctions (boy- 
cott of treaty-breakers) against 
Italy through the League of Na- 
tions. 


France, on the other hand, is 


anxious to preserve the framework 
of the League and to maintain the 
status quo in European relations. 
To avoid a complete breakdown of 
the League, which serves as a 
bulwark for France against Ger- 
many, the French government has 
indicated its willingness to regard 
an Italian-Ethiopian war as a
